SYNOPSIS 


On September 10, 2015, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) investigators Sergeants 
John Adams, Jonathan Hoyt, and Lieutenant Slade Carrizosa, responded to 
Downey regarding an on-duty deputy-involved hit-shooting. IAB Sergeant 
Benjamin Grubb was assigned the administrative review of the incident on May 
18, 2020. 


Lieutenant Carrizosa confirmed the Incident Commander, Lieutenant Bruce 
Chase, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved parties and witnesses did 
not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to 
being interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant Carrizosa also 
checked with Lieutenant Chase to ensure the involved and witness personnel did 
not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, 
Lieutenant Carrizosa confirmed Lieutenant Chase had the involved and witness 
personnel gather in the company of a supervisor, until they provided their 
statements to the assigned investigators. 


The shooting incident was investigated by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD) Homicide Bureau. The results of their investigation were 
documented in the Homicide Book, under URN 015-00063-3199-013 [EXHIBIT 
А]. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 


The incident was reviewed by the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office, 
Justice System Integrity Division (JSID). In their letter of opinion [EXHIBIT B], 
dated May 14, 2020, Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby concluded 
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Sergeant Kamal Ahmad and Deputies Darell Edwards, Gonzalo Galvez and 
Daniel Leon acted in lawful self-defense, and defense of others when they used 
deadly force against Suspect Eddie Tapia. JSID also found the involved 
employees used lawful force in apprehending a fleeing felon and closed their file, 
with no further action to be taken. 


SUMMARY 


On September 10, 2015, at approximately 6:15 PM, (LASD) East Los Angeles 
Station deputies completed a stolen vehicle report on a 1998 white Honda Civic, 


East Los Angeles Station URN 915-1 - -091 [EXHIBIT A, pages 36-41]. 
The vehicle was reported stolen fro in Commerce. 

At approximately 6:32 PM, via the Sheriffs Communication Center (SCC) radio 
frequency, LASD Aero Bureau personnel broadcasted they located and observed 
the above stolen vehicle [EXHIBIT C, Radio Traffic - Dispatch 3, audio file #1 


audio mark 00:13]. The suspect vehicle was located with the utilization of the 
“LoJack” vehicle tracking system. 


IAB Note: The LoJack Stolen Vehicle Recovery System (LoJack 
SVR), is a stolen vehicle recovery system that is 
integrated with law enforcement, enabling vehicles and 
equipment to be tracked and recovered by police. The 
system uses a hidden mounted transceiver and a 
tracking computer installed in police cars and aircraft, 
operating on a dedicated tracking frequency. 


The suspect (later identified as Suspect Eddie Tapia) drove the vehicle in the 
area of Paramount Boulevard and Telegraph Road in Downey. 


Pico Rivera Station personnel responded to the area and unsuccessfully 
attempted to locate the vehicle. The Pico Rivera Station desk directed Aero 
Bureau personnel to continue in surveillance mode [EXHIBIT C, Radio Traffic - 
Dispatch 3, audio file # 1, audio mark 07:05]. 


IAB Note: Surveillance Mode is the authorized aerial surveillance 
of a suspect vehicle by an Aero Bureau unit after ground 
units have ceased their vehicle pursuit operation. 
Surveillance Mode is a separate tactical operation from 
the preceding ground pursuit and is not considered a 
continuation of the pursuit. 


The Aero Bureau unit followed the vehicle into the city of Downey and 


broadcasted the suspect's location via SCC. The broadcast was heard by 
Downey Police Department (DPD) personnel. 
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DPD oe т Ж the stolen vehicle and 
engaged in a short vehicle pursuit of the suspect. The DPD officers documented 
their activity in a report, DPD case #15062964 [EXHIBIT A, page 43-46]. DPD 
cancelled the pursuit due to the suspect's disregard for public safety and 
imminent threat to others. 


A short time later, at approximately 6:52 PM, several officers from the Whittier 
Police Department (WPD) located the suspect vehicle in the city of Whittier and 
engaged in a brief vehicle pursuit of the suspect. The WPD officers documented 
their activity in a report, WPD case #2015-00007286 [EXHIBIT A, page 47-52]. 


WPD officers discontinued the pursuit in the interest of public safety, due to the 
suspect's high speed and erratic driving. The suspect vehicle became disabled 
after it sustained tire damage. The suspect abandoned the stolen white Honda 
Civic at Whittier Boulevard and Broadway Avenue in Whittier, and the vehicle 
was recovered by WPD [EXHIBIT A, pages 47-48]. When the suspect ran from 
the vehicle, Aero Bureau personnel described him as a male, White, in a blue t- 
shirt and black shorts [EXHIBIT C, Radio Traffic - CHP, audio file #3 audio 
mark 14:44]. 


The suspect ran into the neighborhood near Broadway Avenue and See Drive in 
Whittier. Aero Bureau personnel broadcasted the suspect carjacked a vehicle 
[EXHIBIT C, Radio Traffic - CHP, i #3, audio mark 15:24]. Pico 


Miriam Lopez, contacted the carjacking victim, 
ае and completed a carjacking report. The report indicated 
the vehicle was a 8 beige Toyota Camry, Pico Rivera Station URN 915- 
07085-1575-048 [EXHIBIT A, pages 57-63]. 


A short time later, Montebello Police Department (MPD) engaged in a brief 
vehicle pursuit of the suspect in the city of Montebello. The MPD pursuit of the 
suspect vehicle was terminated, and MPD officers documented their involvement 
in a report, MPD case #2015-00005770 [EXHIBIT A, pages 81-82]. 


A California Highway Patrol (CHP) unit located the suspect on the 710 freeway 
and initiated another vehicle pursuit. The suspect exited the 710 freeway at the 
Ramona Boulevard exit, and drove into the Monterey Park area. 


East Los Angeles Station unit 22; Deputies Andrew Hernandez, ЖАЙ and 
Manan Butt, =e heard the above described pursuit radio traffic. The 
deputies saw the suspect being pursued by a lone CHP officer near Corporate 
Center Drive and Davidson Drive in Monterey Park. They determined it was 
dangerous for the CHP officer to pursue an armed carjacking suspect alone. The 
deputies joined the vehicle pursuit of the suspect. 


The deputies drove behind the primary CHP officer, as Aero Bureau personnel 
described the pursuit [EXHIBIT C, Radio Traffic - Dispatch 3, audio file #2, 
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audio mark 22:32]. The СНР pursuit, with deputies in the secondary position, 
traveled southbound on Corporate Center Drive, to eastbound Floral Drive in 
unincorporated East Los Angeles. At Floral Drive near North Humphries Avenue 
in East Los Angeles, the deputies’ vehicle had a brake malfunction and they 
discontinued their pursuit. Simultaneously as the deputies terminated their own 
involvement in the pursuit, other CHP officers took their position behind the lone 
CHP officer. The deputies’ portion of the pursuit traveled 0.7 miles. 


The deputies documented their involvement in a supplemental report, East Los 
Angeles Station URN 915-07085-1575-048 [EXHIBIT A, pages 64-66]. The 
deputies’ pursuit was reviewed and documented in a Vehicle Pursuit Evaluation 
and Vehicle Pursuit Summary [Miscellaneous Documents]. 


CHP continued the pursuit of the suspect on the 710 freeway. The suspect 


exited the freeway in D t traveled south on Lakewood 
Boulevard. CHP Office conducted a Pursuit Intervention 
Technique (PIT) maneuver on the suspect's vehicle, which d on dash 


cam video [EXHIBIT D, Videos - Dash Cam Video, ото И video 
mark 10:18]. 


IAB Note: А Pursuit Intervention Technique (PIT) is a low-speed 
maneuver designed to cause the suspect vehicle to spin 
out and terminate the pursuit. 


As a result of the PIT maneuver, the suspect's vehicle collided into another 


vehicle and came to a stop o urb line of the 9200 bloc! ооа 
ш. in Downey. Office’ nd another CHP Officer, 


exited their vehicles and ordered the suspect to exit his vehicle. 


The suspect exited the vehicle with a handgun. He pointed it into the air and 
discharged a single shot, which was captured on Offic 
video [EXHIBIT D, Videos - Dash Cam Video, Office video mark 
29:07]. The suspect ran south on Lakewood Boulevard into a nearby occupied 
“Chris and Pitts” restaurant at 9243 Lakewood Boulevard. 


IAB Note: The “Chris and Pitts” restaurant was located at 9243 
Lakewood Boulevard in Downey. The large commercial 
restaurant was situated on the northwest corner of 
Lakewood Boulevard and Gallatin Road. The main 
entrance door faced east. There were alarmed 
emergency exits on the south and west, and two 
separate doors to the north side of the building. There 
were large windows on all sides of the building. A large 
kitchen, food storage area, and takeout counter ran 
along the entire length of the north side of the 
restaurant. A table counter with barstool seating was 
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positioned іп the center of the restaurant. Three dining 
rooms were positioned along the entire south and 
southwest side of the building, and were partitioned by 
walls. 


LASD Pico Rivera Station deputies, CHP and DPD surrounded the location. The 
restaurant window shutters were initially open. Deputies and officers saw the 
suspect from the outside. 


The restaurant interior surveillance cameras captured portions of the incident on 
video. The videos [EXHIBIT D, Videos - Surveillance Videos] displayed 
approximate time stamps on the upper left comer of the screen. The suspect 
entered the front entrance of the restaurant at approximately 7:34 PM. The 
restaurant was occupied with patrons and restaurant staff. The suspect walked 
around inside the restaurant with the handgun in his hand. He pointed it at the 
patrons and employees and waved it back and forth. The suspect told everyone 
he had a gun and ordered everyone to get on the floor. Several restaurant 
patrons exited the restaurant.

Adam Stoll, 7 heard the pursuit radio traffic and followed the 
pursuit from a distance. They arrived at the restaurant approximately three 
minutes after the suspect entered. DPD officers spoke to Sergeant Hayes and 
requested an SEB response. Sergeant Hayes notified SEB personnel and 
ensured that an SEB response team was activated. 


Deputy Stoll was positioned on the north side exterior of the restaurant and 
looked into the kitchen window. The window glass was open, but covered with a 
screen. The window provided an interior view from the north, looking south into 
the restaurant. The view consisted of the kitchen in the foreground with a 
doorway into the dining room further to the south. The doorway was 
approximately 15 yards from the window. Deputy Stoll maintained intermittent 
visual contact of the suspect as he moved around inside, and relayed the 
suspect's activity via radio. 
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SEB personnel arrived, which included Sergeant Kamal Ahmad, 
(Involved employee), and Deputies Daniel Leon, HEB volved employee), 
Darell Edwards, Involved ота icc Galvez, шна 


(Involved employee), Ricardo Munoz, Witness), and Deputy Stephen 
Doucette, (Witness). 


Sergeant Ahmad formed two crisis teams of SEB personnel; team 1 was 
positioned near the east facing front door of the restaurant. Team 1 consisted of 
a group of SEB personnel, which included Sergeant Ahmad and Deputies 
Edwards, Galvez and Munoz. SEB deputies spoke to several hostages who 
were released earlier and had exited the restaurant. They indicated the suspect 
was not going to come out and that he had resigned himself to a violent end. 


Team 2 was positioned near a locked, north facing door of the restaurant. Both 
crisis teams’ objectives were to safely rescue the hostages. Two teams were 
necessary in the event in case one of the teams was unable to gain entry, the 
other team would provide a contingency. The specific position of the two teams 
was chosen based on proximity. Both the east facing front door and north door 
were the closest access points to the bar area where the hostages and suspect 
were located. 


Deputy Leon took Deputy Stoll’s position at the north side window. Deputy Stoll 
remained near the same window and relayed the suspect's activity via radio. 
Deputy Leon monitored the movement and body language of the suspect and 
hostages. The suspect and hostages appeared to speak casually with each 
other. 


The suspect took a cellphone from a hostage, who later exited the restaurant. 
CHP obtained that cellphone number and gave it to Sergeant Hayes. Sergeant 
Hayes received authorization by Sergeant Ahmad to contact the suspect. 
Sergeant Hayes tried to communicate with the suspect on the phone to act as a 
crisis negotiator. The Crisis Negotiation Team (CNT) was requested, but had not 
yet arrived. He called the number several times between 8:12 PM and 8:40 PM, 
which was reflected on the call log [EXHIBIT A, pages 118-119] from Sergeant 
Hayes’ phone. 


On a call made at 8:13 PM, a man picked up the phone. Sergeant Hayes spoke 
to the man, whom he believed was the suspect. Sergeant Hayes identified 
himself as a police officer, attempted to build a rapport with the suspect, and 
asked him what he needed. The suspect would not provide his name, and told 
Sergeant Hayes he was not going to come out [Sergeant Hayes’ Homicide 
interview, page 4]. The suspect told Sergeant Hayes to call back in a minute 
and hung up the phone. Sergeant Hayes was unable to speak to the suspect 
again. He called the phone number several times over the next 27 minutes, but 
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the calls were either dropped or went to voicemail. Later phone call attempts by 
the CNT to make contact with the suspect met with negative results. 


MS recorded a cellphone video [EXHIBIT D - Videos, Cellphone 
Video Message] of the suspect. The video was intended to be sent as a video 
message to the suspect ВИ In the video, the suspect stood in the 
doorway between the bar counter area and the kitchen. The suspect had a cup 
in his right hand, and his left hand held the gun inside his left pocket. The 
suspect spoke directly into the camera and apologized for his predicament. He 
also stated he did not want to go back to jail and did not want family to have to 
visit him in prison. 


At approximately 8:49 PM, т vcnc the front entrance door and 
made contact with the SEB team members positioned outside [EXHIBIT D, 
Videos - Surveillance Videos, Camera 3, video mark 1:23:20]. He asked 
police for a phone charger, at the direction of, uspect. The SEB team 


members could not fully understand Witness} due to the loud поў һе 
Aero Bureau helicopter ove The SEB members asked Witness to 
exit the restaurant. Witness} feared his friends would be shot if he left them 


behind, so he declined and went back inside. 


Deputy Leon remained at the north window and monitored the suspect's activity. 
In the moments before the shooting, the suspect's body language changed. The 
suspect was engaged in a conversation with one of the hostages and appeared 
agitated [Deputy Leon’s IAB transcript, page 13]. He gestured the firearm in 
his left hand, with the muzzle pointed toward the hostages. 


Deputy Leon feared if he did not fire at the suspect, the suspect was going to kill 
the hostages. Through the window screen, Deputy Leon discharged his rifle 
twice at the suspect. The suspect was struck by gunfire in the upper torso. The 
suspect ran further south into the restaurant, past the four witnesses in the bar 
counter area. The suspect went around the bar area and traveled several feet to 
the west where he fell on the ground [EXHIBIT D, Videos - Surveillance 
Videos, Camera 3, video mark 1:26:07]. A trail of blood followed the suspect's 
path on the floor. Before the suspect fell to the ground, he discharged at least 
one round, which went into his own left leg. The suspect discharged another 
round, in which the bullet casing became lodged in the firearm ejection port 
[EXHIBIT A, page 142]. The suspect held the handgun in his left hand and laid 
faced down on the floor. The four witnesses scattered and hid underneath tables 
and booths. 


Deputy Stoll broadcasted that a deputy-involved shooting had occurred [EXHIBIT 
C, Radio Traffic - Dispatch 13, audio file # 4, audio mark 1:15:33]. From the 
north side of the building, an SEB crisis team 2 member broadcasted “crisis 
now,” on the radio. This message indicated to both SEB teams that an 
immediate entry was required. Crisis team 2 prepared and detonated an

explosive breacher charge on the locked northern door entrance. The breacher 
charge was unsuccessful and crisis team 2 had a delayed entry. They did not 
witness the engagement with the suspect. 


Crisis team 1 members heard the gunshots and the “crisis now’ radio traffic and 
entered the restaurant. Deputies Edwards, Galvez and Munoz were first into the 
door. Deputy Munoz carried a ballistic shield. A line of SEB team members filed 
in behind them, which included Sergeant Ahmad and Deputy Doucette. Deputies 
heard additional gunfire from inside the restaurant just before they entered. They 
thought the suspect had either opened fire on the hostages, or fired at police. 


IAB Note: The additional gunfire heard by SEB members as they 
entered the restaurant was consistent with evidence it 
came from the suspect’s firearm. The autopsy report 
indicated the suspect had a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound to his leg, and a fired casing which matched the 
suspect's firearm was located near the bar counter area. 


Upon entry, crisis team 1 members attempted to differentiate the hostages from 
the potential suspect and ordered everyone to get on the ground а! their 
hands. Deputies saw the trail of blood on the floor, next to wines 
thought he had been shot. The team moved westward in the restaurant into an 
aisle, with booths on the left and the bar counter on the right. 


IAB Note: SEB never had an accurate hostage count prior to entry. 
They had received information, earlier, the suspect 
gathered a group of hostages іп a restroom. The team 
considered the possibility there could be more hostages 
in the west most dining room or in the restroom, which 
was on the west side of the restaurant. 


Deputy Munoz saw the suspect on the restaurant floor west of the deputies, near 
the entryway into another dining room. Deputy Munoz shouted, “Suspect deep” 
to alert others to the suspect's location [Deputy Munoz’ Homicide transcript, 
page 4]. The suspect was faced down on the floor, with his arms bent under his 
body. He used his bent arms and pulled his body westward across the floor. 

The suspect held the handgun in his left hand, with his head pointed west and his 
feet pointed east in the direction of the deputies. 


In the aisle, the deputies faced west toward the suspect. Deputy Galvez stood 
on the left side of the aisle, and Sergeant Ahmad stood to his immediate right. 
Deputy Edwards was positioned to the right of Sergeant Ahmad. The bar 
counter was between Deputy Edwards and Sergeant Ahmad. Deputies ordered 
the suspect to drop the gun and stay down on the floor. 
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The suspect lifted his left shoulder off the ground. He simultaneously began to 
turn his torso to the left (toward deputies) and began to straighten his left arm 
with the gun in his hand [Deputy Galvez’ IAB interview, pages 16-17]. 
Sergeant Ahmad and Deputies Galvez and Edwards each feared the suspect 
was going to complete the turn and shoot the deputies. They simultaneously 
discharged their firearms at the suspect between two and six times each. 


The suspect was struck by gunfire and his movement stopped. He suffered 16 
gunshot wounds to his arms, legs, torso and head. Deputies Edwards and 
Galvez moved closer to the suspect and held him at gunpoint while other SEB 
personnel searched the restaurant and evacuated the hostages. Deputy Galvez 
removed the firearm from the suspect's hand. No hostages were injured. 


Approximately one or two minutes after the shooting, SEB Emergency Services 
Detail (ESD) Deputy Doucette approached the suspect, cut away his clothing and 
conducted a paramedic assessment. Deputy Doucette placed the suspect onto 
his back. The suspect was not breathing, and had no pulse. The suspect had 
multiple penetrating trauma wounds throughout his body. An EKG monitor was 
connected to the suspect, with a “flat line” result. Deputy Doucette determined 
the suspect deceased at 9:06 PM [Deputy Doucette Homicide transcript, page 
3]. 


IAB Note: Emergency Services Detail is a specialized team of 
deputies within the Special Enforcement Bureau of the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department. They are 
tactically trained and certified paramedics and rescue 
divers. The team accompanies the special weapons 
teams on all operations.

INVOLVED PERSONNEL 
Deputy Daniel Leon 


On September 11, 2015, Deputy Leon was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives О' Quinn and Luera. Deputy Leon was interviewed on March 9, 2020, 
by IAB Sergeants Benjamin Grubb and Luan Dang. During the IAB interview, 
Deputy Leon was represented by Attorney Steve Welch from the law firm of 
Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver. 


On September 10, 2015, Deputy Leon was a “Gray Team” member with “5t 
тап” duties assigned to the Special Enforcement Detail within SEB. Deputy 
Leon received a call-out and responded to the location in Downey regarding a 
hostage situation. Upon his arrival at the command post, he received a briefing 
on the situation, and a description of the suspect. He was told the suspect had 
committed two carjackings, shot at police, and was barricaded inside the 
restaurant with hostages. It was relayed to Deputy Leon that the restaurant 
customers stated the suspect was in a state of mind where “this would be it for 
him” and “this would be the way he was going out” [Deputy Leon’s Homicide 
transcripts page 7]. 


SEB formed two crisis teams. Each team took different positions along the 
exterior of the restaurant. Team 1 was positioned on the southeast corner of the 
restaurant, near the front entrance doors. Deputy Leon was part of team 2, 
which was positioned along the north side of the restaurant. He was designated 
to look into a window on the north side of the building. 


Deputy Leon stood on a crate and looked into the window. Deputy Stoll stood 
approximately three feet from Deputy Leon near the same window. His view 
from the window consisted of a kitchen in the foreground and the main dining 
room in the background. The suspect stood near a doorway between the kitchen 
and main dining room. The hostages moved around inside the restaurant and 
talked to the suspect, but Deputy Leon could not hear them because of the loud 
helicopter. The suspect and hostages initially appeared to speak casually to 
each other. Deputy Leon watched the suspect as the crisis teams moved into 
their respective positions. The suspect had a “silver” handgun with a black 
handle in his left hand. 


In the moments before the shooting, the suspect's body language changed. He 
was engaged in a conversation with one of the hostages and appeared agitated 
[Deputy Leon’s IAB transcript, page 13]. He gestured the firearm in his left 
hand, with the muzzle pointed toward the hostages. 
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Deputy Leon feared if he did not fire at the suspect, the suspect was going to kill 
the hostages. Through the window screen, Deputy Leon discharged his rifle 
twice at the suspect. The suspect left his position and ran out of Deputy Leon’s 
view, and Deputy Leon ceased firing. Deputy Leon attempted to use his radio to 
communicate shots were fired, but the radio frequency was busy. Deputy Stoll 
broadcasted shots were fired immediately after. 


The breaching charge was detonated by crisis team 2. Deputy Leon heard 
additional gunshots come from the inside of the restaurant. Team 2 entered the 
north side door of the restaurant. Deputy Leon entered the restaurant a short 
time later, and saw the suspect being treated by ESD personnel. Deputy Leon 
exited the restaurant and waited to be interviewed by investigators. 


During the IAB interview, Deputy Leon viewed surveillance video [EXHIBIT D, 
Videos - Surveillance Videos, Camera 3] which depicted a portion of the 
incident. He had no additional information to provide. 


Deputy Darell Edwards 


On September 11, 2015, Deputy Edwards was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives O’ Quinn and Luera. Deputy Edwards was interviewed on March 8, 
2021, by IAB Sergeants Grubb and Dang. During the IAB interview, Deputy 
Edwards was represented by Attorney Steve Welch from the law firm of Rains 
Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver. 


On September 10, 2015, Deputy Edwards was assigned to the Special 
Enforcement Detail within SEB. He received a message from the SEB desk, at 
approximately 8 PM, about a rollout to Downey, and received some basic 
information regarding a hostage situation created by a suspect who fired a shot 
before he entered a restaurant. 


Deputy Edwards stood near the eastern exterior of the restaurant near a police 
sports utility vehicle. He and other team members gathered additional 
information to formulate a plan for addressing the situation. The team gathered 
breaching tools to use in case the entry doors were locked when they 
approached. They formed two crisis teams. Deputy Edwards and team 1 
positioned themselves near the front entrance, team 2 positioned themselves 
along the north side of the restaurant. 


Sergeant Hayes made telephonic contact with the suspect, who refused to 
surrender to police. The SEB team members determined the hostages were in 
danger and they needed to intervene. 


Minutes before the shooting, a male Hispanic opened the door of the restaurant 
and stood in the entranceway. He asked deputies for a phone charger. From 
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behind the police SUV, the deputies asked the male to exit the restaurant and 
come to them. The male would not come out and went back inside. 


Deputy Edwards heard two shots, and then the “crisis now” command via radio 
from crisis team 2. Seconds after the two shots, a third shot went off inside the 
restaurant as Deputy Edwards and team 1 prepared to enter the door. Deputy 
Edwards thought the third shot came from the suspect inside. Deputy Edwards’ 
“mind set was that basically hostages were being shot and we had to go stop 
that” [Deputy Edwards’ IAB transcript, page 17]. 


Deputy Edwards and crisis team 1 entered the restaurant. They ordered 
everyone they saw to get on the floor and the team spread out and moved 
toward the west of the restaurant. The team members did not know if there were 
other hostages further west inside the restaurant. 


An SEB team member shouted “suspect deep.” The suspect was on his hands 
and knees and crawled west away from the deputies with the gun in his left hand. 
The deputies moved west and approached the suspect from behind. Deputy 
Edwards walked down an aisle to the right of the bar counter. Deputies Galvez 
and Sergeant Ahmad walked down an aisle to the left of the bar counter, parallel 
to Deputy Edwards. From approximately 10-15 feet away, Deputy Edwards 
ordered the suspect to get on the floor. 


The suspect did not comply. He began to rise from the ground with the gun in his 
left hand. He began to rotate his torso and left arm to his left, toward deputies. 
Deputy Edwards believed immediate deadly force was necessary. Deputy 
Edwards believed “I would be shot, my partner would be shot, or a hostage shot 
if | did not intervene to stop that threat [Deputy Edwards’ IAB transcript, page 
23]. Deputy Edwards fired three times at the suspect. Additional deputies fired 
upon the suspect at the approximate same time as Deputy Edwards. The 
suspect dropped to the floor and still had the firearm in his left hand. Deputies 
moved closer to the suspect and removed the firearm from his hand. Additional 
deputies searched the restaurant and evacuated the hostages. ESD paramedics 
performed medical aid on the suspect, and Deputy Edwards exited the 
restaurant. 


During the IAB interview, Deputy Edwards viewed surveillance video [EXHIBIT 
D, Videos - Surveillance Videos, Camera 3] which depicted a portion of the 
incident. He had no additional information to provide. 

Deputy Gonzalo Galvez 

On September 11, 2015, Deputy Galvez was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 


Detectives О' Quinn and Luera. Deputy Galvez was interviewed on March 9, 
2021, by IAB Sergeants Grubb and Dang. During the IAB interview, Deputy 
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Galvez he was represented by Attorney Steve Welch from the law firm of Rains 
Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver. 


On September 10, 2015, Deputy Galvez was assigned to the Special 
Enforcement Detail within SEB. He was called to respond to the incident in 
Downey. Upon arrival, Deputy Galvez was briefed on the situation. Deputy 
Galvez was told the suspect was still barricaded inside the restaurant and held 
hostages at gunpoint. He was told the suspect stated that “this was the way he 
was going to go out” [Deputy Galvez’ Homicide transcript, page 9]. 


A tactical plan was formulated amongst SEB team members, who utilized two 
crisis teams. Team 2 took a position along the exterior wall of the north side of 
the restaurant. Team 1 took a position near the east side of the exterior of the 
location near the main entrance doors. Deputy Galvez joined team 1 and had 
the responsibility to breach the restaurant door if necessary. 


Deputy Galvez was positioned near the front door with a pick and ram, when a 
hostage came to the door. The hostage stayed in the restaurant, but opened the 
door and spoke to the SEB team. The hostage stated the suspect needed a 
phone charger. The SEB team asked the hostage to exit the restaurant but the 
hostage said he could not. The hostage appeared distressed and scared, and 
looked back toward the interior of the restaurant as he spoke to the team. The 
hostage disengaged from the deputies, closed the door and went back inside the 
restaurant. 


Deputy Galvez heard a gunshot come from the north side of the restaurant. He 
also heard radio communication from team 2 identifying a crisis, and they were 
making entry on the north side. Deputy Galvez and team 1 feared for the safety 
of the hostages and entered the restaurant. Upon entry, Deputy Galvez heard 
another gunshot, which he thought came from within the restaurant. Deputy 
Galvez thought the suspect was either firing at hostages or at police [Deputy 
Galvez’ IAB interview page 12]. 


As he entered the main dining area, Deputy Galvez saw a trail of blood, and saw 
Witnes: n the ground next to the blood trail. Deputy Galvez thought 
Witness [паа been shot. He scanned the room to identify and locate the 
suspect, as hostages ran around the room and hid under tables. Deputy Galvez 
saw and identified the suspect when he saw the suspect's shorts and blue shirt. 
The suspect was on the floor further west inside the restaurant, with his head 
pointed west and his feet pointed east in the direction of the deputies. The 
suspect crawled west, with his chest to the floor and his arms bent under his 
body, in a low crawl. He held a chrome handgun in his left hand and pulled his 
body westward across the floor. The suspect continued moving west toward a 
rear dining area. Deputy Galvez feared there were additional hostages in the 
rear dining area who would be shot. 
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In the aisle, the deputies faced west toward the suspect. Deputy Galvez stood 
on the left side of the aisle. Sergeant Anmad was to Deputy Galvez’ immediate 
tight, and Deputy Edwards was to the right of Sergeant Ahmad. The suspect 
lifted his left shoulder off the ground. He simultaneously began to turn his torso 
to the left (toward deputies) and began to straighten his left arm with the gun in 
his hand [Deputy Galvez’ IAB interview, pages 16-17]. 


Deputy Galvez thought the suspect was going to either shoot at hostages in the 
rear dining room, or turn and fire at deputies. Deputy Galvez “had no other 
choice but to take action and use lethal force” [Deputy Galvez’ Homicide 
transcript, page 13]. From approximately “20 feet” away, Deputy Galvez fired 
five or six rounds consecutively at the suspect. 


Deputy Edwards and Sergeant Ahmad also fired at the suspect. The suspect's 
arm motion stopped. Deputy Galvez approached the motionless suspect. 
Deputy Galvez stood ten feet from the suspect and held him at gunpoint. The 
SEB team behind Deputy Galvez evacuated hostages from the restaurant. 
Deputy Galvez removed the gun from the suspect's left hand and placed it on the 
floor out of reach of the suspect. ESD paramedics entered the restaurant and 
rendered aid to the suspect. Deputy Galvez then exited the restaurant and 
waited to be interviewed by investigators. 


During the IAB interview, Deputy Galvez viewed surveillance video [EXHIBIT D, 
Videos - Surveillance Videos, Camera 3] which depicted a portion of the 
incident. He had no additional information to provide. 


Sergeant Kamal Ahmad 


On September 11, 2015, Sergeant Ahmad was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives О' Quinn and Luera. Sergeant Ahmad was interviewed on March 9, 
2021, by IAB Sergeants Grubb and Dang. During the IAB interview, he elected 
not to have representation present. 


On September 10, 2015, Sergeant Ahmad was assigned as the Black Team 
Sergeant of the Special Enforcement Detail within SEB. Sergeant Anmad was at 
the SEB headquarters and saw live television video of the pursuit, which involved 
the suspect. He monitored radio traffic which indicated the suspect fired a 
weapon, ran into the restaurant in Downey and held hostages. SEB was 
requested to respond. 


During a hostage situation, there were a number of tasks to accomplish which 
utilized many different teams within SEB. A hostage situation was an SEB “all- 
callout” in order to have available manpower to properly handle the incident. The 
CNT was also notified to respond. 
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Sergeant Ahmad responded to restaurant and gathered information from officers, 
deputies and escaped hostages on scene. The suspect pointed his firearm at 
hostages and told them he was not going to jail. Sergeant Ahmad was extremely 
concerned for the safety of the hostages based on the suspect's actions. 
Additional SEB deputies responded to the location and joined Sergeant Ahmad 
near the front entrance behind a police SUV. 


Sergeant Ahmad formed two crisis teams of SEB personnel. Team 1 was 
positioned near the east facing front door of the restaurant. Team 2 was 
positioned near a north facing door of the restaurant. The crisis team objectives 
were to safely rescue the hostages. Two teams were necessary in the event one 
of the teams was unable to gain entry, the other team would provide a 
contingency. The specific position of the two teams was chosen based on 
proximity. Both the east facing front door and north door were the closest access 
points to the main dining room and kitchen area where the hostages and suspect 
were located. 


Sergeant Hayes attempted to communicate with the suspect on the phone and 
acted as a crisis negotiator. The CNT was requested, but had not yet arrived. 
The suspect hung up on Sergeant Hayes, and no one picked up the phone when 
Sergeant Hayes called other phones in the restaurant. 


The team goal was to keep things peaceful with the suspect until more resources 
arrived, but to be ready for a crisis if it occurred. 


Two gunshots were heard, and a crisis was called. Crisis team 2 attempted a 
breaching explosive on the north door, which failed and they were unable to 
enter the restaurant. Sergeant Ahmad and crisis team 1 entered the restaurant. 
As Sergeant Ahmad entered, he heard additional gunshots from inside the 
restaurant, which he clarified sounded like they came from a handgun. Sergeant 
Ahmad thought the suspect fired at the hostages. 


Sergeant Ahmad walked west in the restaurant and saw hostages on the floor, 
and some standing to his left. The shield deputy and Deputy Galvez walked with 
Sergeant Ahmad down a walkway between the bar area and other seating. The 
shield deputy said “The suspect is deep,” which drew deputies’ attention to the 
west. The suspect was chest down on the floor and crawled west toward a rear 
seating area. Sergeant Ahmad did not know if there were hostages in that area. 


The suspect faced away from deputies, with his head pointed west. His arms 
were above his shoulders, and he had a handgun in his left hand. Deputies 
ordered the suspect to drop the gun [Sergeant Ahmad’s IAB transcript, page 
32]. 


Based on his earlier observations, Sergeant Ahmad feared the suspect was 
going to shoot more hostages in the rear of the restaurant. The suspect began to

lift his left shoulder from the floor. He turned his torso back to his left, as if he 
intended to turn his body toward deputies with the firearm in his left hand. 
Sergeant Ahmad feared the suspect was going to complete the motion and shoot 
deputies. Sergeant Ahmad fired three consecutive times at the suspect. 
Simultaneous to Sergeant Ahmad, Deputies Galvez (to Sergeant Ahmad’s left) 
and Edwards (to Sergeant Ahmad’s right) fired at the suspect. 


The suspect was struck by gunfire and stopped the turning motion. The 
suspect's chest moved, which indicated he was still breathing. The suspect was 
held at gunpoint as additional deputies searched and secured the location. The 
firearm was separated from the suspect, and he was rendered medical aid by 
ESD deputies. 


During the IAB interview, Sergeant Ahmad viewed surveillance video [EXHIBIT 
D, Videos - Surveillance Videos, Camera 3] which depicted a portion of the 
incident. He had no additional information to provide. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 


Deputy Ricardo Munoz 


On September 11, 2015, unoz was interviewed icide Bureau 
Detectives Daniel Morris, and Richard Tomlin, Deputy 
Munoz was interviewed on March 8, 2021, by IAB Sergeants Grubb and Dang. 


During the IAB interview, Deputy Munoz was represented by Attorney Steve 
Welch from the law firm of Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver. 


On September 10, 2015, Deputy Munoz was off-duty at home when he saw 
television media coverage of a pursuit in which the suspect fired a gun and ran 
into a “Chris and Pitts” restaurant. Deputy Munoz was contacted by SEB 
personnel to respond to the incident. 


Upon arrival, he and other police personnel saw the suspect inside the restaurant 
through the east facing window. After approximately 15 minutes, the suspect 
directed one of the hostages to close shutters and they could no longer see the 
suspect. 


Deputy Munoz was assigned as the ballistic shield deputy. A male Hispanic 
came to the door, who closely matched the description of the suspect. Deputy 
Munoz was unsure at that moment if it was the suspect or a hostage. The male 
Hispanic had a brief conversation with other SEB deputies and then went back 
inside. 


Approximately 15-20 minutes after the man stepped back inside, a rifle shot was 


heard, which came from the north side of the restaurant. The shot was from the 
area where Deputy Munoz knew an SEB long rifle was positioned. 
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Crisis team 2 stated “crisis now” on the radio. Deputies Edwards and Galvez 
entered the door, followed by Deputy Munoz. Deputy Munoz carried the ballistic 
shield in front of him. Upon entry, deputies gave verbal commands to everyone 
in the restaurant, “Show me your hands. Get on the ground!” [Deputy Munoz’ 
Homicide interview, page 11]. 


Deputies moved west in the restaurant and ordered hostages to get down on the 
floor. Through the window in the ballistic shield, Deputy Munoz saw the suspect 
on the floor approximately 30 feet away. He could only see the suspect from the 
chest down, because his view was obstructed by restaurant booth furniture. The 
suspect was on the floor and crawled away with a trail of blood behind him. He 
noticed other SEB members were focused on the hostages and wanted to alert 
them to the suspect's location. Deputy Munoz shouted “Suspect deep” [Deputy 
Munoz’ Homicide interview, page 4]. 


As they walked down the aisle between the booths and the bar counter, Deputies 
Galvez and Edwards were slightly in front and to the right of Deputy Munoz. 
Deputies ordered the suspect to get on the floor. The suspect was face down, 
but then rolled his left shoulder off of the ground, and Deputy Munoz could now 
see a portion of the suspect's chest. Deputies Edwards and Galvez each fired 
approximately three to four shots at the suspect simultaneously. Deputy Munoz 
did not see Sergeant Ahmad fire. 


The suspect ceased his movement and was positioned with his right shoulder on 
the ground, with his torso faced southeast. The firearm was in the suspect's left 
hand or near his left hand. Deputy Munoz moved past the suspect and held the 
shield while additional deputies searched the restaurant. 


Deputies held the suspect at gunpoint while additional deputies searched and 
secured the location and escorted the hostages out. 


Within approximately 45 seconds after the hostages were escorted out, ESD 
personnel rendered medical aid to the suspect. 


Sergeant Patrick Hayes 
IAB Note: Sergeant Hayes retired from the LASD in 


On September 11, 2015, Sergeant Hayes was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Morris and Tomlin. 


On September 10, 2015, Sergeant Hayes was assigned to SEB as a K-9 
handler. He was on duty when he heard radio traffic from Aero Bureau 
personnel which described the carjacking suspect being pursued by CHP 
officers. Sergeant Hayes followed the pursuit in his police vehicle at a distance. 
When the vehicle pursuit traveled into East Los Angeles, Sergeant Hayes saw 
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CHP units in the pursuit line. Sergeant Hayes was far behind the suspect 
vehicle, and was never involved in the pursuit. Another SEB K-9 handler, Deputy 
Stoll (Witness), also followed the pursuit at a distance. 


Sergeant Hayes and Deputy Stoll arrived at the Chris and Pitt's restaurant 
approximately three minutes after the suspect entered the restaurant. LASD 
Pico Rivera Station deputies, CHP officers and DPD officers surrounded the 
location. Deputy Stoll took a position along the north side of the exterior of the 
restaurant, and looked through a window. Deputy Stoll told Sergeant Hayes he 
saw the armed suspect in the front counter area. 


DPD Sergean soe to Sergeant Hayes and requested the assistance of 
an LASD special weapons team to handle the incident. Sergeant Hayes called 
the SEB Duty Commander, Lieutenant Bruce Chase. Lieutenant Chase 
contacted the SEB desk and activated the SEB response to the location. 


Sergeant Hayes positioned officers and deputies into two groups; one group 
formed a crisis team near the east side front entrance, and another formed a 
crisis team near a north side entrance. Sergeant Hayes ensured other officers 
closed vehicle traffic to the adjacent streets. Sergeant Ahmad arrived and 
coordinated an arrest team and crisis entry team. 


The suspect took a cellphone from a hostage that later exited the restaurant. 
CHP obtained that cellphone number and gave it to Sergeant Hayes. Sergeant 
Hayes received authorization by Sergeant Ahmad to contact the suspect. He 
called the number several times between 8:12 PM and 8:47 PM, which was listed 
on a call log [EXHIBIT A, pages 118-119] on Sergeant Hayes’ phone. On a call 
at 8:13 PM, a man picked up the phone and Sergeant Hayes spoke to the man, 
whom Sergeant Hayes believed was the suspect. Sergeant Hayes identified 
himself as a Sheriff's Sergeant and attempted to build a rapport with the suspect 
in order to get him to surrender. The suspect would not provide a name. 
Sergeant Hayes asked the man to exit the restaurant and “Come out and talk to 
us,” to which the suspect replied, “No, I’m not going to come out, because | don't 
trust you” [Sergeant Hayes’ Homicide interview, page 4]. The suspect told 
Sergeant Hayes to call back in a minute and hung up the phone. Sergeant 
Hayes was unable to speak to the suspect again. He called the phone number 
several times over the next 35 minutes, but the calls were either dropped or went 
to voicemail. 


Sergeant Hayes received information from CHP personnel that a hostage inside 


( |) was texting a friend, who was outside of the restaurant near the crime 
scene. Serge es obtained the number and exchanged several text 
messages wit between 8:46 PM and 8:55PM. The text exchange was 


documented in a text log [EXHIBIT A, pages 113-117]. 
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Through text told Sergeant Hayes that he was safe, but that he could not 
come out. also told Sergeant Hayes he and four other hostages were by 
the front counter, and the suspect was with them near the counter. At 
approximately 8:53 PM, Sergeant Hayes saw a man in a plaid shirt open the front 


door of the restaurant, out a phone charger and then go back inside. 
Sergeant Hayes texted land asked if the man who came to the door was the 
suspect. texted back that it was not. | -- confirmed to Sergeant 


Hayes the suspect's phone (which Sergeant Hayes continuously called) ran out 
of power. 


Sergeant Hayes was near the front door of the restaurant, positioned at the rear 
of the line of personnel of crisis team 1. He heard two loud gunshots followed by 
“Crisis entry team, go” [Sergeant Hayes’ Homicide interview, page 6]. The 
team in front of Sergeant Hayes entered the restaurant, and he followed them 
inside. Once inside, deputies yelled for people to get down and to show their 
hands. Approximately five gunshots went off inside the restaurant, two to three 
seconds after the entry team came inside. Sergeant Hayes never saw the 
shooting. The entry team moved west through a corridor between the booths to 
the left and bar area to the right. Sergeant Hayes saw the hostage in the plaid 
shirt on the floor near the barstools and told him to not move. The suspect was 
treated by ESD deputies, and the hostages were escorted out of the building. 


Deputy Adam Stoll 


On September 11, 2015, Deputy Stoll was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Morris and Tomlin. Deputy Stoll was interviewed on February 24, 
2021, by IAB Sergeant Grubb.

On September 10, 2015, Deputy Stoll was assigned to SEB аз а K-9 handler. 
He was on duty when he heard radio traffic from Aero Bureau personnel which 
described the carjacking suspect being pursued by CHP officers. Deputy Stoll 
followed the pursuit in his police vehicle at a distance, but never caught up to be 
in a position to join the pursuit. Aero Bureau personnel broadcasted the suspect 
fled the vehicle, fired a round and entered a business. 


Deputy Stoll arrived minutes after the suspect entered the restaurant. He took a 
position on the exterior of the northeast side of the restaurant. Through a north 
facing window, Deputy Stoll saw the suspect inside an entryway that led into the 
kitchen. 


Deputy Stoll determined the identity of the suspect based on the description 


given on radio traffic (male Hispanic, bald, mustache and blue shirt). The 
suspect ordered hostages around while armed with a gun in his left hand and a 
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cup in his right hand. Deputy Stoll pointed his firearm in the direction of the 
suspect. Deputy Stoll maintained his intermittent visual contact with the suspect 
in that position for the next 35-40 minutes. Via radio, he updated pertinent 
movement information to the officers and deputies who surrounded the 
restaurant. 


SEB Deputy Leon arrived and replaced Deputy Stoll’s position at the window. 
Deputy Leon used the scope on his M4 rifle and looked into the window. To 
allow Deputy Leon to focus on his responsibilities, Deputy Stoll stood near 
Deputy Leon and continued radio communication duties. 


Deputy Stoll heard Deputy Leon discharge his firearm, and Deputy Stoll 
broadcasted that shots were fired over the radio. Deputy Stoll had looked away 
from the window when the shots were fired, and did not see the suspect's 
movements just before the shooting. Deputy Stoll said, “When the shooting 
occurred | was in the middle of talking to somebody” [Deputy Stoll IAB 
transcript, page 14]. The crisis team on the north side of the restaurant, near 
Deputies Stoll and Leon, prepared an explosive door breaching charge. Due to 
the proximity danger of the explosive charge, Deputy Stoll stepped away from the 
window and the explosive charge was detonated. 


Approximately 15 seconds after the breaching explosion, Deputy Stoll looked into 
the window again and did not see the suspect. Through the window, he saw 
SEB deputies walk into the dining room, followed by four or five gunshots. The 
gunshots were all together in one grouping. 


After the shooting, Deputy Stoll entered the north side door and searched the 
kitchen. He entered the dining room where ESD personnel attended to the 
suspect on the floor of the restaurant. 


Deputy Stephan Doucette 


On September 11, 2015, Deputy Doucette was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Morris and Tomlin. 


On September 10, 2015, Deputy Doucette was assigned to SEB as part of the 
ESD. He responded to the incident in Downey in the “Medcat” armored 
ambulance vehicle. 


Deputy Doucette was positioned with crisis team 1 outside the restaurant. He 
heard a gunshot from outside, and crisis team 1 entered the restaurant. 

Deputy Doucette entered the restaurant with team 1. There was approximately 
eight or nine deputies in front of him. Upon entry, several gunshots were heard, 
but Deputy Doucette did not witness the shooting nor did he witness anyone 
being shot. Additional SEB personnel searched and cleared the restaurant of 
hostages, and removed the firearm from the suspect. 
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Deputy Doucette was called forward by other SEB deputies to render medical aid 
to the suspect. Deputy Doucette approached the suspect, who was chest down 
on the floor with his hands underneath him. The suspect was not breathing, and 
his eyes were fixed open. The suspect had multiple “holes” throughout his body. 
Deputy Doucette placed the suspect on his back and conducted a medical 
assessment. A check of the suspect's carotid pulse indicated he had no pulse. 
The suspect was connected to an EKG monitor, which confirmed he “flat lined” 
[Deputy Doucette’s Homicide transcript, page 3]. 


Deputy Doucette determined the suspect was deceased at 9:06 PM.
